DUBLIN MAN'S PURCHASE. 


Ballynahinch Castle and demesne, Conne- 
mara, belonging to the late Maharajah Jam 


Saheb of Nawanagar, better known as 
“Ranji,” has been sold to Mr. F. C. 
McCormick, Rossmore, Silchester road, Glena- 
veary,'Co. Dublin. With it goes the fishery 
and shooting rights over 16,000 acres. 

The sale was negotiated privately by 
Messrs. Joyce, Mackie and Lougheed, of 


Galway, in co-operation with Messrs. Jack- 
sun, Stops and Joyce, Dublin, and _ repre- 
sents the disposal of the sixth and last divi- 
wes of the Maharajah’s home in the west of 
reland.

Arbuthnot Lane, President of the New Health 
Society, London. These two lots: comprise

The prices obtained have ‘not been dis- 
closed, but they are stated to be highly satis- 
factory. 

Ballynahinch Castle contains five reception 
rooms, a lounge hall, 16 family bedrooms, 
16 bathrooms, and hot and cold water in 
each bedroom. The building is electrically 
lighted, and is equipped with every modern 
convenience. 

The property contains a considerable 
amount of ornamental timber, and there are 
500 acres under young plantations. The wood. 
cock shooting is good, and in the past had 
been rented to the Earl of Headfort. 

Ballynahinch Castle was originally the 
home of the Martins, who owned a consider- 
able portion of Connemara. About 70 years ago 
it was bought by an Englishman named Richard 
Berridge for £230,000 At the time the 
estate extended to about 250,000 acres, and 
was the fourth largest estate in the British 
Isles. Mr. Berridge made some additions to 
the castle, and his son added another storey 
to it. Since then, virtually the whole of the 
estate has been sold w& the Congested Districts 
Board. In 1925 His Highness the Maharajah 
Jam Sahib of Nawanagar bought Bellyna- 
hinch Castle, demesne and fisherv for £31,750. 
He had shooting rights over 16,000 acres. The 
Maharajah, who died last April, visited the 
property every year from June to October, 
and gave considerable employment, Since 
his death the place has been closed down. 
and the furniture and effects were sold by 
auction two weeks ago. 

The news that the new owners are taking 
over the property in its various divisions has 
given great satisfaction in the locality.

In seconding, Dr. J. A. Harbison said that 
his interest in the subject of pulmonary tuber- 
culosis was both clinical and administrative, 
and Dr. Bewley had showed them the magni- 
tude of the problem. It was considered a 
stigma to have tuberculosis, and that was an 
outlook that medical men must apply them- 
selves energetically to remove. If they must 
have early diagnosis they must have the 
patients in the early stages. They must 
educate the people and make them see that 
the disease should be treated early. Now that 
it was possible to provide X-ray, he hoped 
that ‘interest in it sould be developed all 
over the country, not merely by tuberculosis 
officers, but also by general practitioners. 
The State was fully alive to the tuberculosis 
problem. The cost ot combating the disease 
was great, and, considering the limitations of 
finance, was doing its best in the provision 
of housing, of institutionai: accommodation, 
and in the provision for dependants.

DOMICILIARY VISITS. 


Professor T. Gillman Moorehead, in moving 
the resolution, ‘‘ That the Dublin University 
Biological Assoc.ation is worthy of the 
support of all members of Dublin ' Univer- 
sity,’’ stated that, apart from improvement 
of “housing condit.ons and other sanitary 
reforms, the only way of coping with the 
tuberculosis problem at its source was by 
means of domiciliary visits by trained nurses. 
Twenty years ago an investigation in London 
Showed that 61 per cent. of tubercular 
patients presenting themselves for the first 
time at arr out-patient department came from 
homes where a tubercular patient was already 
living. Further, 65 per cent. of all patients 
actually slept in the same bed with other 
members of their family. Such conditions as 
these could only be dealt with by trained and 
sympathetic nurses, who could give advice 
on the spot. He hoped that all hospitals 
would, before long, establish a well-equipped 
social unit, and he further hoped that any 
general hospital which refused to do so would 
be given no further sums of money from the 
sweepstakes. In England, no contribution 
under the King Edward VII. Fund was 
given to a hosp.tal that had not got a social 
service unit. 

Like Dr. Bewley, he deplored the fact that 
patients were not left for a long enough time 
in sanatoria, Ths was ten | due to the 
County Medical Committees being unwilling 
to pay for individual patients for a longer 
period than three months. It would be an 
economy in the long run if patients could be 
left at sanatoria for at least double that 
length of time. 

_ From a teaching point of view he felt that. 
it was important that patients suffering fro:n 
tuberculosis should come to the general hos- 
pitals. Much difficulty was now experienced 
in England in teaching students how to 
diagnose and deal with tuberculosis, because 
all tubercular paté2nts were sent by their 
panel doctors to special tuberculosis dis- 
pensaries or sanatoria, and were, therefore, 
not seen at all in the teaching hospitals. ‘As 
regards diagnosis, he thought that a diagnos- 
tic X-ray equipment should be installed in 
every modern out-patient clinic. 

Professor J. W. Bigger, who seconded the 
motion, said that if, as had been suggested, 
the Trish race was peculiarly susceptible to 
tuberculosis, it was to a large extent, he 
believed, because their habitual diet was in- 
sufficient.

NEW CABRA CHURCH.

BLESSING AND OPENING 


: CEREMONIES. 


The first Dublin church dedicated to Christ 
the King was blessed and opened at Cabra 
esterday by the Most Rev. Dr. Byrne, Arch- 
ishop of Dublin. The blessing of the ex- 
terior of the church was witnessed by about 
tive thousand people, rishioners of St. 
Paul's, Arran quay. The houses in the 
neighbourhood were decorated with Papal 
flags and bunting. . 
‘On his arrival Dr. Byrne was received by a 
uard of honour, provided by members of the 
Bublin troops of the Catholic Boy Scouts, 
under District Commissioner Kinsella and 
District Scout Master Daly. His car was 
escorted by a guard of honour of members 
of the Irish National Foresters m uniform, 
carrying swords. 
The church, itself, consists of a wide nave, 
with shallow transepts. The walls are of 
cavity concrete, re-inforced with steel bars, 
and faced, on the outside, with specially 
manufactured Irish bricks and artificial stone. 
The roof consists of steel principals, support- 
ing a wooden framework, and it is covered 
with heavy pattern Lombardic ‘tiles. 
The Archbishop presided at High Mass, 
which was ‘celebrated after the blessing and 
opening ceremonies, the congregation number- 
ing nearly three thousand people. The cele- 
brant was the Very Rev. Canon Boylan, 
D.D., M.A. D,Litt., Vice-President, St. 
Patrick’s College, Maynooth, assisted by the 
Rev. C: Burke, CC. Arran quay, 
deacon; ‘the Rev. J. McKernan, C.C., sub- 
deacon; and the Rev. M. Murphy, C.C., 
Pro-Cathedral, master of ceremonies. ihe 
assistant priests at the throne were the Rev. 
J. Dwyer, P.P., Glasnevin, and the Rev. L.. 
Sheehan, Adm., Pro-Cathedral; and amongst 
the clergy present was. the Right Rev. 
Monsignor Watters, P.P., St. Columba’s, 
Iona road. 
The dedication sermon was preached by the 
Very Rev. Dr. Cullen, C.M., President of 
St. Patrick’s Training College, Drumcondra, 
who took as his text: ‘‘The work is great; 
for a house is prepared not for man, but for 
God.” A great enterprise, said Dr. Cullen, 
had reached its consummation. A great gilt 
had been dedicated and offered to Christ the 
King on His festival. This beautiful house, 
which the people of the parish had prepared 
for God, would perpetuate and, in a sense, 
render immortal the acts of faith whieh they 
expressed. The sacred shrine had bees built 
to. witness the unflinching loyalty of the 
people to Christ the King, whose palace it 
was in that growing district, and whence life, 
light and healing would radiate to their 
generation and to others yet to come. 
After the Mass a public meeting was held 
in the church, The Very Rev. J. J. Flood, 
P.P., announced that a total debt of £32,970 
remained on the church. ‘‘ This debt,” he 
said, “is a painful necessity. The presence 
of so many new houses and such a teeming 
population demanded fresh facilities for 
worship and Christian education, and also 
additional priests. However, as faithful and 
loyal subjects, we shall endeavour to assist 
you to bear and liquidate this heavy 
liability.” 
Mr. J. D. Nugent said that it was a 
splendid thing to see the church, the schools 
and the new homes for the people grow side 
by side. Dr. Myles Keogh, acting Lord 
Mayor of Dublin, said he wag sure that the 
people could speedily wipe out the debt. Mr. 
Kevin J. Kenny and Mr. T. Doyle also spoke. 
The Rev. Father Flood announced that two 
additional subscriptions of £1,000 each had 
been received from the Archbishop towards 
the church and school funds. 
Mr. John P. McAvin, in proposing a vote 
of thanks to the Archbishop, said that the 
new towns which were growing up around 
their city spoke well for the cfforts of their 
body corporate and gave joy to the hearts of 
the citizens in general. - 
Mr. M. A. Moynihan seconded. 
‘A large number of _ subscriptions were 
handed in at the conclusion of the ceremonies.

» An indefinite postponement of the nego- 
tiations after the negotiators have seen 
President Roosevelt this week is predicted 
by the Washington correspondent of the 
New York Times. 

The correspondent asserts that the 
British representatives offered 25 per cent. 
of the total debt in final settlement, while 
the Americans asked for 75 per cent. 

The position of Russia's debts is con- 
sidered to have a good deal of bearing on 
the Anglo-American negotiatiofis, since, 
should President Roosevelt adopt a lenient 
attitude towards the Soviet, Great Britain 
would be able to ask for similar treatment.

ARRANGEMENTS AS IN 


PREVIOUS YEARS. 


Mr. A. P. Connolly, Chairman of the Free 
State Area of the British Legion, is desirous 
that British ex-Servicemen should have a 
clear understanding of the meaning of the 
statement as to the carrying of emblems or 
fiags on Remembrance Day.

THE ECONOMIC WAR. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sir,—ireland has endured for over one year 
what is politically termed the ‘‘ economic 
war.” Like every other war, it mvst one day 
come to an end; just how and when it wil 
terminate it would, indeed, be foolish te 
hazard an opinion. ‘There is no doubt that 
much can be said for the Fianna Fail policy 
of increased tillage. Many acres in Ireland 
were used for stock-raising purposes that 
would have been better employed under the 
plough. Again, there may, or may not, be 
reasons for breaking up the so-called 
‘* ranches’ of first-class fattening land; but 
those acres, if and when broken up, should 
still be retained in pasture. Fattening land is 


Above all, the two branches of 
farming must march hand in hand togethér. 

At present we are all concerned about the 
me oat crop, which appears likely to he 
sold at an uneconomic price to the producers, 
nor is the future in the least reassuring. It 
would seem, as years roll on, that the stored 
and surplus oats in Ireland will increase until 
the granaries are stocked to overflowing. New 
State granaries may be built only in time to 
overflow, the price of grain, like every other 
commodity, being governed the law of 
supply and demand, ever on the downward 
tendency. Perhaps, the real reason for this 
overflow of grain is not far to seek. The 
cattle trade a few years ago consumed vast 
quantities of oats To-day the price of cattle 
is so cut that few, if any, can afford to feed 
oats during the winter months. Again, the 
demand for the “high-class hunter and 
thoroughbred has been so adversely crippled 
by the heavy tariffs that all have reduced to 
the minimum. Many have stopped hunting 
or closed down altogether ; others contemplate 
doing likewise or moving across the Channel. 

What will be the upshot of this war? Who 
is to be the victor; again, is complete victory 
necessary to one side or the other? The 
answer to the first part of the question 
appears to be comparatively easy. That 
nation which has command of the seas and 
command of the _ international trade 
routes must eventually win. Is complete 
victory necessary?’ To the writer it 
appears most certainly unnecessary. Ireland 
may be comparatively small in. size, but her 
acres are extraordinarily prolific. Even if 
Southern Ireland were to multiply her popula- 
tion many times she could not consume the 
whole of her own produce—there would be 
bound to be a surplus, and that syrplus must 
be sold in an outside market. That market 
cannot be secured by victory or defeat; it can 
only be gained by a better understanding, a 
little more give and take on both sides. 

Are we. by our internal behaviour, paving 
the way to a better understanding’ Nearly 
every Sunday organised and advertised meet 
ings are held by both parties, brother Irish 
men calling brother Irishmen ‘‘blackguards,”’ 
‘“‘ cowards,” “ gun bullies,’ and all the rest of 
it. Worse, by their very words, they incite their 
audiences to acta of violence, to acts of hatred 
and to acts of. spiteful revenge. I suggest 
that before any settlement is possible the 
moderate of-both parties must unite for the 
common good of Ireland. By this I do not 
mean that they should lose their identity as 
political parties. Every country must have 
a majority; that majority must rule as a 
Government ; every Government must have an 
Opposition. Both parties have. brilliant men; 
let them work together for the good of Ire-

being and striving for the good of all. 

We are told that, in spite of protective 
tarifis and the revival of home industries, 
unemployment is on ethe increase. Un- 
doubtedly, unemployment can be relieved by 
the dole, but it cannot be cured by that 
method. A trade revival alone can relieve 
and absorb unemployment. Nothing will give 
a greater stimulus to a trade revival than the 
finish of this economic war. Difficulties con. 
front both countries from within and without 
In coming to any lasting settlement. Take, 
for example, the English and Colonial farmer : 
will he welcome a settlement and the removal 
of tariffs? However, England ;nd Ireland are 
each cther's good customers. Tet the two 
countries approach in the right spirit to brush 
these difficulties from their paths. Let bvgones 
be bvgones ; look forward not back; let our 
politicians of both parties forget and bury 
the. dark and dismal past.—Yonrs, etc..

INTERESTING VIEWS ON 
EDUCATION. - 


Nearly a hundred members of the Clon- 
gowes Union were present at the thirty- 
seventh annual dinner, which was held at 
Clongowes Wood College, Sallins, Go. Kul- 
dare, on Saturday night. 

After the toast of '“ The Pope” had been 
honoured, Mr. J. M. Fitegeraid, K.C., who 
presided, proposed the toast of “ The 
Coliege, ” and referred to the achievements 
of past Clongowians. Some of the former 
students of the college had taken a prominent 
art in the first administration of the Free 
ate, and they had also, jm the present ad- 
ministration seversl who were past students 
of Clongowes. They welcomed the Attorney- 
General and Mr. Sean McEntee to their 
gathering, where politics were unknown and 
where the only desire was the advancement 
of their college and common country. 

Responding to the toast, the Very Pev. 
Father McGrath, Rector of the college, spoke 
of the danger threatening modern education— 
the danger that systematised education would 
ut the destruction of individuality 
and the loss of the sense of beauty in 
ieorning. 

He was of the opivion that the Department 
of Education was alive to that danger, and 
that its programmes reveaied a praiseworthy 
attempt to preserve individual freedom, and 
to foster culture as opposed to the mere 
acquisition of information. The modern 
master had to maintain a constant struggle 
to prevent interest in percentages and 
averages and similar details from distracting 
him from the actual process of imparting 
knowledge. 

It was at least a tenable theéfy that the 
immense growth of uniform education during 
the past century, in spite of its great benefit 
to mankind, was responsible for the eniversal 
mediocrity of literary talent at the present 
day. . There were a hundred good second- 
rate writers to-day forsevery one that had 
existed a century ago, but there was hardly 
a single writer in any country who could be 
fairly matched with, for instance, even the 
lesser of the Romantics. lt was a curious 
fact that, though the vocation of the teacher 
was ranked theoretically as next to that of 
the minister of God, mankind seeméd to be 
unable to shake off the impression that there 
was something slightly formidable about the 
schoolmaster. The acquisition of knowledge. 
if the mind were braced to it, could he 8 
source of the highest pleasure, hut into the 
unwilling mind it. made, indeed, ‘‘a hloody 
entyance.’’ The imparting of it was, un- 
doubtedly, the noblest human vocation, but
